IF YOU WANTED TO ENGINEER 

the ultimate warm-weather jam, 

it would probably sound a lot 
like Justin Timberlake’s “Can’t Stop the 
Feeling!” It’s an upbeat, family-friendly 
disco number with a sing-along hook that 
arrived just in time for beach trips and 
barbecues—and months ahead of its 
Trolls soundtrack debut in September. 
“It’s not a coincidence that the song 
came out just when summer was starting,” 
says Gary Trust, associate director of 
charts/radio at Billboard. The timing paid

off: The song debuted at No. 1 on 
the Hot 100 in mid-May. 

But it’s a little too soon for 
Timberlake to declare himself the 
winner in the Song of the Summer 
race, which has gone from a music- 
nerd pastime to an industry-wide 
conversation with competing meth- 
odologies. (Perhaps the most precise 
is Billboard’s Songs of the Summer 
chart, which rewards the song with 
the highest cumulative performance 
on the Hot 100 between Memorial 
Day and Labor Day—that’s counting 
sales, streaming, and airplay.) For 
starters, Timberlake faces stiff com- 
petition from Drake’s “One Dance,” 
which regained the No. 1 spot from 
“Cart Stop the Feeling!” after one 
week and has stayed there ever since. 

Summer is also far from over. 
Though media and industry specu- 
lation begins as early as March, only 
five of the past 10 Songs of the 
Summer hit No. 1 before July 4. That 
means there’s plenty of time for a 
clear victor to emerge between Drake 
and Timberlake—or for a dark horse 
to overtake them both. Just like 
OMI’s “Cheerleader” crept up on 
Wiz Khalifa and Charlie Puth’s “See 
You Again” last year, a sleeper hit like 
Sia’s “Cheap Thrills” could still claim 
the title. “That [song] just hit the 
top 10, it’s gaining in airplay, and it’s 
got those reggae vibes,” Trust says. 
“You could have a big lead the whole 
way, but if somebody catches up to 
you, it can totally change.” 


Why does the music industry pay 
so much attention to the Song of the 
Summer anyway? For new artists, 
the designation can put them on 
the map. “We saw that with Carly 
Rae Jepsen and Robin Thicke,” says 
Shanon Cook, Spotify’s trends expert, 
who named Frenship’s “Capsize” her 
underdog pick after the electro-pop 
duo spiked on the streaming service’s 
most popular playlists. For estab- 
lished artists like Timberlake, the 
title is less important. “You’re going 
for every accolade you can get. It 
wasn’t like we sat down and [‘Song 
of the Summer’] was at the top of 
the list,” explains Tom Corson, presi- 
dent and COO of RCA Records, 
Timberlake’s label. Still, the song’s 
seasonal appeal wasn’t lost on RCA 
as it started pitching the track weeks 
in advance to platforms like YouTube 
as well as radio stations, which can 
score cool points by supporting a 
summer smash early on. 

Correctly predicting the season’s 
big hit also can mean big bucks for 
brands hoping to tap into the feel- 
good vibes uniquely associated with 
the Song of the Summer through 
commercials and partnerships. “It’s 
almost like buying stock that’s guar- 
anteed to go up,” says Greg Glenday, 
chief revenue officer for music- 
discovery app Shazam. “Yourre tied in 
with somebody that’s hot, and you 
look like the tastemaker.” And with 
eight weeks left till Labor Day, it’s not 
too late to put your money down.

Remembering 
Elie Wiesel 


This week the world mourned the loss of an author whose 
unforgettable memoir Night illuminated the Holocaust 

for millions of readers, and whose tireless advocacy helped 
affect change. BY LEAH GREENBLATT 


“Whoever survives a test, whatever 
it may be, must tell the story,” the 
Nobel Prize-winning author, activist, 
and humanitarian Elie Wiesel said. 
“That is his duty.” A powerful and 
poignant voice, he spent a lifetime 
bearing witness to the horrors of 
the Holocaust, producing nearly 
60 novels, plays, and essay collec- 
tions before his death at age 87 on 
July 2 in New York City. 

Born in Sighet, Romania, in 
1928, Wiesel was 15 when his family

With 683 potential new members, the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences is diversifying. Will it be enough? 


One of Hollywood's most elite clubs is (finally) adding some diver- 
sity. After grappling with the #OscarsSoWhite firestorm earlier this 
year, the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences has invited its 
largest, most diverse class of new members yet. With a whopping 
683 invitees announced on June 29, this year’s class is composed of 
46 percent women and 41 percent people of color, including Idris Elba 
(near right), Brie Larson (far right), John Boyega, Oscar Isaac, Emma 
Watson, and Gabrielle Union. It’s a move that both old and new 
voters have praised as a step toward reflecting the actual makeup of 
our society, but even with the class of 2016, overall membership 
shifted only a few percentage points, from 75 percent male to 
73 percent and 92 percent white to 89 percent. If the Academy plans 
to double its female and minority membership by 2020, as promised 
earlier this year, it still has away togo. —Devan Coggan 
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was deported to Auschwitz. His 
mother and youngest sister were 
killed immediately; his father died 
later at Buchenwald. But it wasn’t 
until a decade after his liberation 
from the concentration camps 
that Wiesel, then working as a 
journalist in Paris, attempted to 
write about his experience in the 
memoir that would become his 
best-known work, Night. Rejected 
by publishers even after it was 
trimmed from nearly 900 pages 
to 127 (they found it “too morbid,” 
he said), the book was finally 
released in France in 1958 and 
two years later came to the U.S., 
where it went on to sell more than 
10 million copies—3 million of 
those after Oprah Winfrey chose 
it for her book club in 2006—and 
become a staple of high school 
and college curriculums. 

A popular professor at several 
universities, he also was a fierce 
critic of injustices across the 
globe, from Bosnia to Rwanda 
to the American South. Though 
he spoke often and honestly 
of the anger and despair that 
shaped him, he still found beauty 
in the world: “I express to you 
my deepest gratitude as one who 
has emerged from the Kingdom 
of Night,” he said in his 1986 
Nobel acceptance speech. 

“We know that every moment 

is amoment of grace, every hour 
an offering; not to share them 
would mean to betray them. 

Our lives no longer belong to us 
alone; they belong to all those 
who need us desperately.”

It was supposed to be a bit of lark, this 
movie—a twisted tugboat to the straitlaced 
oil tankers of the DC Universe: Batman, 
Superman, and Wonder Woman.

Fury, starring Brad Pitt. “Two years ago 


Suicide Squad was a tertiary [DC property]. 
No one knew anything about it. It was a 
cool little playground, and I was going to go 
make my movie. Now it’s like the hype bus. 
All of the attention has swung onto it, and it 
has to carry a lot more weight than it was 
ever intended to. I think it can sustain it. 
But it’s a lot of pressure. You definitely feel 
the pressure.” 

Suicide Squad (out Aug. 5) takes place ina 
post-Superman world following the events 
of Dawn of Justice, as the government grap- 
ples with how to respond the next time an 
alien visits Earth with less noble intentions 
than the Man of Steel’s. The answer, accord- 
ing to ruthless intelligence officer Amanda 
Waller (Viola Davis), is to recruit society’s 
most vile criminals, armed with lethal skills 
and superhuman powers. Her first target is

Deadshot (Will Smith) 
has his Second Amendment rights reinstated, 
Harley (Margot Robbie) is carefully excised 
from her birdcage, Diablo (Jay Fernandez) 
is released from his own fireproof fortress 
of solitude, Boomerang (Jai Courtney) and 
Slipknot (Adam Beach) strap their weap- 
ons back on, and Killer Croc (Adewale 
Akinnuoye-Agbaje) is popped from his 
swamp. The one condition for their 
restricted freedom: Obey orders or die, 
strictly enforced by squad leader Rick Flag 
(Joel Kinnaman), his samurai Katana (Karen 
Fukuhara), and the explosive devices 
inserted into their necks courtesy of Wayne 
Enterprises.

Leto), and his laserlike plan to reunite with 
his true love, Harley, mission be damned. 

But a funny thing happens while these 
scumbags try to become heroes—they each 
must absolve themselves of their crimes 
even if society won’t. And that’s where it 
gets interesting. A layer of humanity—and 
sadness—resides underneath these charac- 
ters’ stories as they each grapple with 
whether they can be redeemed. “A good guy 
does the right thing naturally, but for some- 
one who has been rejected their whole life 
and is in a lot of pain, they have to over- 
come that pain and rejection before they 
can do something altruistic,” says Ayer, who 
built his career delving into the psyches 
of damaged men on screen. “That’s what I 
think is the power of this movie. That’s 
what makes it different.” 

Back in 2014, Ayer was in the middle of 


postproduction on Fury when he woke up one

JARED LETO PLAYS INSANE 
BUT HES NOT CLOWNING AROUND 


Jared Leto’s Joker is different 
than any we've seen before— 
less theatrical than Jack 
Nicholson, more unhinged than 
Heath Ledger—but no less 
psychotic. Despite all his power, 
this Clown Prince of Crime is 
having difficulty reuniting with 
true love Harley Quinn (Margot 
Robbie)—a rift that has left him 
agitated and...well, slightly sad. 
For Leto, the role was no 
laughing matter. “You're kind 
of walking upon hallowed 
ground, and it deserves the 
very best that you can do,” the 
Oscar winner says. “It takes 
over your life, and that’s what 
| needed to do for myself.” 
He took over the movie ina 
way, too, sending a live rat to 
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morning driven to land himself the biggest 
movie he could find. “The core of this business 
is the [comic-book] genre and the summer 
tentpole movie,” he says. “To really guarantee 
longevity and viability as a director, it seemed 
like something I needed on my passport.” So 
Ayer met with Warner Bros. production chief 
Greg Silverman to discuss potential DC mov- 
ies he could helm. Ayer immediately sparked 
to DC Comics’ Dirty Dozen-esque antiheroes, 
whose comic-book roots stretch back to the 
late 1950s. For his part, Silverman saw a con- 
nection between Squad’s criminals and Denzel 
Washington’s portrayal of corrupt cop Alonzo 
in Ayer’s Training Day. “David doesn’t write 
bad guys as bad guys,” says Silverman. “When 
I complimented him on Training Day, saying 
that Alonzo was one of the best-written bad 
guys we’ve had at the studio, he said, ‘That’s 
where you’re mistaken.’ From David’s point 


of view, Alonzo’s the hero of the story.” 


Suicide Squad, which had been stalled in 
development, took off like one of Deadshot’s 
bullets. Ayer completed a pitch by August, a 
script by September, and simultaneously set 
about casting his ensemble of crooks with the 
promise that he was going to do things differ- 
ently. And boy, did he—starting with hiring 
Smith as a nihilistic assassin. Smith says 
becoming Deadshot was an opportunity too 
good to resist. “I had never played a character 
that legitimately didn’t give a f---,” says Smith. 
“It’s very freeing.” Ayer hired Smith’s Focus 
costar Robbie as the lovesick Quinn after 
a 20-minute Skype chat. “It was a dream,” 
Robbie says. “Rarely do you get to play a role 
that’s so insane and complicated.” 

And then there was Leto, who channeled 
his appetite for obsessive physical and 
psychological prep into creating a Joker no 
one else could’ve imagined (see below). It 
was a process the director can only describe 


Robbie and a dead hog for 
the entire squad. When filming 
wrapped, he also sent his 
costars horrific gifts, including 
a boxful of nudie mags, a dildo, 
a switchblade, and a used 
condom. (Yes, really.) 

To prepare, Leto met with 
psychiatrists and their most 


damaged patients to under- 
stand the sociopath mindset, 
but in the end he relied on 
instinct, just like the Joker 
would. “You don’t know what 
the Joker is going to do next; 
you never do,” says Leto. 

“It was intoxicating to have 
no rules.” —Nicole Sperling

as terrifying—from the stress surrounding 
the act of re-creating one of the most iconic 
cinematic villains to Leto’s unconventional 
methods. “As an actor, he’s flinging himself 
into the abyss on that one,” says Ayer. “And 
he was scary on set. He was intimidating. 
He’d show up and it was like, ‘Dude, you are 
f---ing creepy. 

Before Ayer began his 97-day shoot in 


299 


Toronto in April, he put his cast through six 
weeks of intensive prep, where all of his 
actors, even megastar Smith, gave them- 
selves over to an exhausting emotional and 
physical boot camp. There were the requi- 
site hours of physical training, which 
included fighting—often with each other— 
but the real pain and gain was inflicted 
during Ayer’s unofficial group therapy, 
where the cast sat in a room and the direc- 
tor prodded them with questions until they 
divulged their deepest secrets. 

It bonded the cast and allowed Ayer to 
engineer great moviemaking moments. 
“David would ask questions where you 
would reveal your biggest vulnerabilities 
and the stuff that you are ashamed of,” says 
Kinnaman (The Killing). “He stored it all in 
his database, so at the right moment he 
would completely betray you.” During a key 
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Jai Courtney, Robbie, 
Smith, Joel Kinnaman, 
and Jay Hernandez 


scene, for instance, Ayer asked Davis to call 
Kinnaman profane names—Davis can’t 
repeat them without giggling. “Some of the 
stuff she said really pissed me off, and 
that’s exactly what he wanted me to feel,” 
Kinnaman says. “And now it’s in the movie. 
That’s some pretty high-level direction 
through manipulation.” 

Ayer stands behind his unconventional 
methods. They create memorable characters, 
not just actors “standing around modeling 
costumes,” he says. “It’s all about ‘How do 
you keep the set fresh, keep it alive?” he says. 
“You throw these grenades at the actors, and 
boom [snaps fingers], it’s the money take.” 

Even better, Kinnaman, who also endured 
months of intense Navy SEAL-esque instruc- 
tion, says he would sign back up for another 
Ayer tour immediately. Smith already has 
(a Max Landis script titled Bright), and 
Davis would be right behind them. “David 
Ayer reminds me of a combination of Cecil 


B. DeMille and Shaggy from Scooby-Doo,” 
she says. “He is totally even-tempered even 


if everything is falling apart. And there is 
something about him that makes you willing 
to do anything for him.” 

Warner Bros. has long heralded its 
filmmaker-first reputation, happy to give 
great latitude to a director in the hopes of 
creating something wondrous. When it 
works, you get The Matrix; when it fails, you 
get Jupiter Ascending. Suicide Squad may be 
the best example yet of this philosophy. 
“When you find the right filmmaker and 
align them with the right property, that’s 
when you get the magic,” Silverman says. 
“7 think that’s what happened here.” 

Ayer is still in awe that he got to make 
Suicide Squad the way he wanted. “The 
movie is pretty insane, and they gave me 
a lot of rope,” he says. “I marvel at some of 
the things I’ve gotten away with.” Smith 
does too. He knew things were different the 
moment Ayer asked him to shave his head 
and grow a beard. “Those are the two things 
studios say are absolutely, positively the two 
things you don’t do as a leading man,” Smith 
says. “That is a rule. And David wanted both. 
That’s when I realized we weren’t in Kansas 
anymore.” And definitely not in Smallville. X

COULD MAKE HIM A STAR.

“I WAS HIT BY A CEMENT TRUCK,” SAYS ADAM DEVINE, LIFTING UP 
his pant cuff to show off the scars across his right leg. “Gnarly, right?” 
When he was 11 years old, Devine went into a convenience store with 
a friend. “We were going to go get candy,” he explains, “and also rip 
pages out of Penthouse.” Sugar and/or porn led Devine to walk his bike 
away from the store, right into the middle of a busy street, without look- 
ing both ways. “They say the reason I lived was the bike took the hit 
first,” he says. “I still slid 500 feet. I couldn’t walk for two years.” 

This is, perhaps, not the answer you were expecting when you asked 
Devine how he got started in comedy. But that cement truck is his origin 
story. “I’m glad that it happened to me,” he says. Typical boyhood 
dreams of professional baseball went out the window. Frequently con- 
fined to a wheelchair between 25 reconstructive surgeries, young Devine 
started jotting down jokes. “It really gave me a driving force,” he says.

That force propelled him to six seasons of 
cult acclaim on Comedy Central’s Workahol- 
ics anda mainstream breakout turn as frat-boy 
cad Bumper in the Pitch Perfect movies. 

Now the 32-year-old is the Mike of Mike 
and Dave Need Wedding Dates (out July 8), 
Fox’s big play for an R-rated summer comedy 
hit. He and Zac Efron portray the knuckle- 
head Stangle brothers, who don’t believe it’s 
a truly great party until the ambulance or fire 
trucks arrive. When their fed-up family 
insists they bring dates to their sister’s 
Hawaiian wedding—presumably to make 
them behave—the bros launch their search 
for respectable girls on the internet. But the 
promise of a free tropical vacation attracts 
interest from all types of ladies, including 
Tatiana and Alice (Aubrey Plaza and Anna 
Kendrick), who turn out to be even more 
unruly than the boys. 

The starring role is a huge step up for 
Devine, best known to mainstream audi- 
ences for playing Haley’s love interest Andy 
on Modern Family. Landing Mike and Dave 
wasn’t easy. “The chairmen of Fox, they 
weren’t really sure who I was,” Devine says. 
“The fat-headed one from Pitch Perfect?” 
So Devine lobbied for the job the new- 
fashioned way: He shot a video on his 
phone while performing stand-up in 
Washington, D.C. “It was the middle of a 
blizzard, and it still sold out,” he says. He 
decided to ask the audience for a little 
assist. “I’m like, ‘I think it'll really help if 
you guys chant “Mike and Dave!” for me. 
If you chant hard enough, I’ll bet they give 
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me the part.’” He sent the video to the stu- 
dio, and...how could they say no? (You can 
watch the clip now; he posted it on Insta- 
gram in late June.) 

Devine is entrepreneurial the way some 
of the brightest stars of his comedy genera- 
tion are. Ask him about his comedy icons 
and he mentions Ferrell, Sandler, Stiller— 
the guys who generate their own material. 
And Devine is—no other way to say this—a 
workaholic. “My dad is a conductor for the 
railroad,” he explains. “My mom cleaned 
houses. If ’m not working, what am I doing? 
I’m gonna be homeless any day now.” 


Those who’ve known him for years say 
he’s always had that ethic. “You could tell 
that this dude wanted to do it for real,” says 
Anders Holm, Devine’s longtime costar and 
fellow co-creator of Workaholics. They met 
in an improv class at Second City; Holm 
started working with Devine and their 
other show co-creators, Blake Anderson 
and Kyle Newacheck, on YouTube videos 
that would lead to the Comedy Central 
deal. “Adam already had developed what his 
comedy sensibility was.” 

What is that comedy sensibility, pre- 
cisely? “Adam plays the overconfident 
buffoon with heart and vulnerability,” says 
his Pitch Perfect 2 director, Elizabeth Banks, 
who credits Devine’s “Nebraska corn-fed 
roots” with grounding the initially villainous 
Bumper. “Adam is so un-vain that way,” 
echoes Kendrick. “It’s this beautiful combi- 
nation of playing this really confident 
character without any reservations about 
being the butt of the joke.” 

Mike and Dave is just the beginning, or 
maybe it’s just one prong of Devine’s 
assault. Next up is a Netflix production, 
When We First Met—a time-travel romance 
about a guy who gets a second (and third, 
and fourth, etc.) chance at the one who got 
away. “At some points it’s really funny; at 
other points hopefully it’s a bit touching,” 
he says. “It’s not The Notebook. No one 
wants to see me in The Notebook.” After that, 
it’s another season of Workaholics, which 
Devine says will be the last. But the show’s 
creative team will soon reunite for Game 
Over, Man!, an R-rated action comedy he 
describes thus: “Die Hard, but with three 
idiot John McClanes.” 

It’s been a long road from the cement 
truck. For a comedian cusping on the release 
of his first leading movie role, Devine is 
philosophical. “I’m starting to feel like I 
won’t immediately have to move back to 
Omaha,” he says, carefully. When did he 
start feeling that security? “Just when the 
words came out of my mouth,” he says. 
“Also, if anyone’s reading this, I also need 
more help. Please send the elevator down 
for me! I will hop on.”

of treasures in front of her. “It’s always hard to tell 
what section she would be in,” Zelda Williams says. 

Williams has pilgrimaged to Counterpoint 
Records & Books, a vinyl store in Los Angeles— 
one of many visited over the past year—in search 
of Tracy Chapman’s self-titled 1988 debut record. 
“Pve been all over the world and no one ever has it,” she says, sifting through relic after relic. 
“7 think because it’s so loved as an album, no one ever gives it up. I have it on CD and obviously 
Ican download it on iTunes. But I just wanted the vinyl, because that’s what my mom had.” 

The daughter of producer-turned-philanthropist Marsha Garces Williams and the late, 
legendary comedian Robin Williams scours the C’s. Peruses the T’s. Scopes out Folk, visits Blues. 
The mission yields two John Cale albums for her British boyfriend, a Mary Poppins original-cast 
soundtrack for herself, and a moment to ponder an orchestral album set to whale sounds. But 
nowhere is Ms. Chapman to be found. “I’m sure I could go on eBay and get it, but there’s no fun 
in that,” she says with a slight, sly smile. “There’s actually a lot of joy in finding it.” 

Williams is also finding joy in putting a different kind of spin on the late ’80s. She stars 
on the new Freeform horror drama Dead of Summer (Tuesdays, 9 p.m.), a series from the 
Once Upon a Time producers about a group of teen counselors who discover that they are 
in way over their still-attached-for-now heads at a camp plagued by creepy, lethal super- 
natural forces. Williams plays a mysterious, laconic loner named Drew, who, as we learned 
at the end of the show’s first episode, is a transgender man. 

While multidimensional transgender characters are starting to emerge on TV (see: Orange 
Is the New Black, Transparent), the majority have identified as women, giving Williams a 
chance to reflect an underrepresented segment of the LGBT community. And Summer takes 
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place in 1989, a time when mainstream 


awareness was virtually nonexistent. 

It’s a special role that could help break 
out the 26-year-old Williams, and an 
opportunity that she doesn’t take lightly. 
“The thing I’m most terrified about is the 
transgender community being insulted 
by him,” she says of Drew. “It’s great that 
[the public] will get to learn about a 
male-identifying transgender character 
as a lead in an ensemble show, but really, 
more than anything, he is for the trans- 
gender community, because they don’t 
ever get to see him.... I hope that they’re 
happy with him, because I’m proud of 
him.... ’m really excited for people to see 
who he is.” And now, it’s time for Amer- 
ica to see who Zelda is.

THIS IS WHAT YOU PROBABLY KN@W 
about Zelda Williams: She was named 
by her parents after Princess Zelda of 
Nintendo fame—and, yes, one of those 
parents was an Oscar-winning actor. 
Spend any time with her, though, and 
yow’ll realize that Hollywood-royal lin- 
eage is maybe the 12th-most-interesting 
thing about her. She’s fluent in Murakami 
and Majora’s Mask. She invests in paint- 
ings of women by emerging artists. She 
took a nonspeaking role in the horror 
flick Don’t Look Up, which required hours 
in the makeup chair every day, because

prosthetic transformations fascinate her. 
She’s highly skilled at riflery—archery, too—but doesn’t believe in private gun ownership. 

Growing up in San Francisco with two brothers, Williams appeared in grade-school musi- 
cals, not because she loved to act—in fact, she suffered from stage fright—but because it was 
an outlet for singing. The time spent with her dad revolved around comic books and video- 
games, not Hollywood. “It was never really explicitly discussed in my house,” she says. “It was 
just kind of there.” What propelled her into the family business was a passion for books. “More 
than anything, I wanted to be Aragorn in Lord of the Rings, and I wanted to be Lirael in the 
Sabriel trilogy,” she says. “The only way I was ever going to get to do that was act, so I tried.” 

She made her first movie, 2005’s House of D (also featuring her father), during her fresh- 
man year of high school, but her parents wanted her to continue her education before going 
Hollywood. She left school early, took some college courses, and moved to L.A. at age 17, 
though she found it hard to break through the audition circuit. “I was always seen as a bit of 
an outsider,” she says. “I had a shaved head for half of that decade.” She appeared in some 
indies, and two episodes of Teen Wolf, and lent her voice to The Legend of Korra. 

But life slammed to a halt in 2014 when her father, who had been battling depression, took 
his own life. (He was posthumously diagnosed with Lewy body dementia.) “Whether by my 
own volition or otherwise, I was given a year-and-a-half break after Dad passed,” she says gently. 
“Tt was kind of like an elephant in the room, and everyone was giving me space, whether I 
wanted it or not.... I was really appreciative of the fact that everyone loved Dad so much, but [I] 
did get looked at like a butterfly that you were going to damage, and that’s in its own way sweet, 
but also alienating and difficult. I had an enormous amount of time to myself.” Williams used 
that period to focus on writing...and ended up with 12 scripts. An obsessive sci-fi horror fan— 
“Pve always wanted to be Ripley [from Alien], that survivor who gets to have the last laugh and 
kill the monster”—she’s set to direct a 
horror short she wrote (and aiming to 
helm a full-length version) and she’s 
shopping a pilot about dominatrices.

Late last year, out of the blue, a 
Summer adventure beckoned, as two of 
the show’s creators, Edward Kitsis and 
Adam Horowitz, had remembered her 
from a 2014 Once Upon a Time audi- 
tion for the role of Dorothy. “It wasn’t 
the right match,” says Horowitz. “But 
we were like, ‘We found someone spe- 
cial, we need to do something for 
her.’” But when they brought her in to 
read for Drew, Williams had concerns: 
Was this going to be merely a novelty 
stunt? Were they only auditioning 


cisgender actors? (No and no.) She dis- 
covered that the producers shared her 
care; Kitsis says that the character was 
inspired by “someone very close” to him. 

In fleshing out Drew, Williams spoke 
with transgender men and reverted to her 
naturally low-register voice, for which she 
was bullied in school. “Drew isn’t neces- 
sarily a far stretch from who I am,” she 
says. “I’m not a girly girl.” The producers 
did want Williams to cut off her hair, but, 
as she told them: “‘Give me something to 
hide behind,’ because that’s part of why 
he dresses the way he does—long sleeves, 
multiple layers, and the hair. It’s a fine 
line between ‘I don’t give a f---’ and ‘I give 
a lot of f---s.’” That attention to detail is 
paying off; multiple crew members have 
asked her to step out of the scene, mistak- 
ing her for a random guy on set. 

Identity is an important topic to this 
actress, who grew into hers more 
recently. “I was always comfortable with 
my sexuality,” says Williams, who is 
bisexual. “I finally feel confident in how 
I present myself.” She quit social media 
after being bullied following her father’s 
death but has returned: “I knew people 
said terrible things about me.... By the 
time I was 24, I didn’t grow a thick 
skin—I just didn’t care anymore. I’m not 
one of these new supermodel girls on 
Instagram in bikinis. I’m different, but 
that’s okay. Both need to exist.” 

The woman with few filters has bigger 
goals than likes. As she sets out to make 
her own name in Hollywood, what 
advice from her father does she hold on 
to? Little wisdoms echo, like “Don’t 
wear your mic pack to the bathroom” 
and “Be kind to everyone.” However, 
“maybe out of stubbornness, but also 
out of independence, I never asked him 
for a road map—I didn’t want the curi- 
osity to be dampened for me,” she says. 
“T had to figure this out before he was 
gone, and now I definitely have to figure 
it out on my own. But I’m enjoying that 
process.” A nod, a warm smile. “It’s 
interesting,” she adds. “He missed out 
on me being proud of myself by about a 
year and a half, and that’s the one thing 
that’s really sad for me, because I know 
he was always proud of me. I think he 
would’ve loved that I was happy.” 


Justin Timberlake 
in NYC in 2006 
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IN NOVEMBER 2005, JUSTIN TIMBERLAKE ENTERED 
Timbaland’s Virginia Beach studio to begin work on his 
second solo album, FutureSex/LoveSounds. It was the 
follow-up to 2002’s Justified, the multimillion-selling 
smash that proved the former *NSYNC member had solo- 
artist swagger like that other onetime boy-bander Michael 
Jackson. If Justified was Timberlake’s Off the Wall, it was 
FutureSex/LoveSounds that would be his Thrille. Released 
on Sept. 12, 2006, the record sold 9.2 million copies world- 
wide and became Timberlake’s first No. 1 solo album. 
Perhaps its biggest legacy: his Grammy-winning single 
“SexyBack,” a genre-busting dance-club banger that hit 
the top of the charts for seven weeks—and helped usher 
EDM sounds to Top 40 radio. Now, 10 years after the track 
was released on July 6, 2006, the key players reveal how 
they created a modern-day classic. 
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When 
Timbaland and | first sat down to 
create the record, we really did 
want to make a statement. That 
was the only MO. With me and 
Tim, the biggest rule in the stu- 
dio is: How does the music make 
us feel? Does it excite you in that 
way? When people heard the 
rest of the album, even though 
“SexyBack” sounds so different, 
all of it would make sense. 
JIMMY DOUGLASS, “SexyBack” 
Mixer Danja and Timbaland would 
be side by side, and theyd feed 
Justin different stuff that they‘d 
collaborate on. On this particular 
song], Danja had a basic root 
idea: four-on-the-floor kick drum, 
which no one was doing those 
days. Back when they did disco 
in the ‘70s], the drummers, with 
heir floor drums, would hit a beat 
on every beat in the bar—and 
hey called it a four on the floor. 
Danja just happened to have that 
ittle feeling. 


| was listening to 

a lot of [David] Bowie at that 
ime—Ziggy Stardust and Dia- 
mond Dogs—and | played “Rebel 
Rebel” over and over again, like, 
5 times the day before | wrote 
anything for “SexyBack.” We were 
interested in taking those new- 
wave synth sounds that were 
made popular by bands like 
Tears for Fears and the Human 
League and seeing how much 
R&B we could add to that sound. 
We wanted to take those synth 
sounds and make them 
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arpeggiated, almost like what's 
very common with EDM now. 
DOUGLASS Justin was like, 
“Maybe I'll bring something back! 
Maybe 'll bring sexy back!” That’s 
literally how it went down. We 
went about writing little ideas 
about club vibes. 
TIMBALAND, Co-writer and Pro- 
ducer Since Justin and me are 
such musically inclined people, | 
feel like he was trying something 
different and we didn't know it 
would open up new doors. We 
were just changing rhythms and 
finding melodies that [felt] time- 
less when we played them. 
DOUGLASS |f you listen to the 
hook of the song, it goes, 
‘VIP/Go ‘head be gone with it.” 
When we were recording the 
vocal sound, Justin said, “Put 
some sort of effect on me,” and | 
grabbed the first thing | could 
ind and | put some interesting 
distortion. Then Tim came back 
in and he just added his little 
extra “VIP” thing, “Take it to the 
bridge,” which makes the song 
otally humorous and meta. 
Justin, being the genius he is, 
said, “Let's call it ‘SexyBack’” 

f you listen to the song, you'll 
realize “SexyBack” happens 
three] times in the song. If you 
called the song “Go ‘Head Be 


Gone With It,” people would have 


missed the whole point. 
DANJA, Co-writer and Producer 
Justin was singing in a way we 
never heard him sing. We were 
awestruck. It made sense the

itle would be “SexyBack” and the 
phrase would only be heard a few 
imes in the song. | remember 
hat opening line. From concep- 
ion it stuck. 
To [paraphrase] 
iles [Davis], jazz isn’t the notes, 
it’s the space between them. One 
of the most important things 
about “SexyBack” is the silence 
between [the notes]. | think really 
good dance music that | hear now 
captures that as well. 
DOUGLASS Once we cut “Sexy- 
Back,” everyone [in the studio] 
got really excited, and they would 
go to a local club at night to 
release some of the energy and 
celebrate the goodness of what 
we were making. When they came 
back from the club—and they 
were a little clubbed out, I'll put 
it that way—they kept making me 
play “SexyBack” over and over 
again. They were just dancing 
around like crazy people, Justin 
and Timbaland and the entourage. 
DANJA | remember Cristal cham- 
pagne. | had my glass, like, “Buddy 
up!” Tim had a chef there [in the 
studio]. | remember this lasagna 
he made and these frozen mojitos. 
It was almost like cotton candy. It 
was so sweet and good. 
That's the reason 
| had to go to the gym in the 
mornings. | wasn't able to resist 
Tim's chef's food! 


When Timberlake turned the 
album in to Jive Records in 
2006, he pitched “SexyBack”

as the album's first single. While 
the label had hoped to put out 
“My Love” instead, Timberlake 
prevailed—and just before it 
went to radio, industry insiders 
were psyched for his fresh (and 
risky) new sound. 

TIMBERLAKE | didn’t think about 
“SexyBack” being a risk until 
[the label] wasn’t comfortable 
with it as the first single. They 
gave all these reasons: It’s too 
fast, you're not singing, your 
voice is distorted, no one’s going 
to know it’s you. It’s funny, 
because seven years later they 
were saying [my 2013 single 
“Suit & Tie” was too slow. I’m 
a stubborn mule. | made a deal 
hat we would shoot the video 
or “My Love" very quickly after 
shooting [the video for] “Sexy- 
Back.” So if, for some reason, 
we all looked at the “SexyBack” 
video and didn’t feel comfort- 
able with it, we would be able 
0 go with “My Love,” because 
hat was one of the songs that 
hey felt comfortable with. But 
when we started playing “Sexy- 
Back” for the people around 
us—young people—it just felt 
different to me. 
DOUGLASS We felt really amazed 
when he released that instead 

of “My Love” as the first single. It 
was so different from what he'd 
done, and that [sonic change] 

is what made people go, “What 
the f--- is that?” 

ELVIS DURAN, Host, Elvis Duran and 
the Morning Show The first time | 


heard “SexyBack,” we were listen- 
ing to it in the program director's 
office and it was played for 

O people. Half the people were 
ike, “Eh.” And the other half were 
ike, “This is huge!” Justin was 
coming off of “Cry Me a River” 
and “Rock Your Body,” which were 
irst-listen smashes. He was really 
riding in a fiery chariot at that 

ime of his career. He could have 
put out a song that was iffy and it 
would have become a hit. But 

his was not an iffy song. It made 
people talk, like, “What does 
‘SexyBack’ mean,” or “Where did 
sexy go?” People analyzed the 
yrics like art on the wall. 
DOUGLASS Dance music wasn't 
anywhere in sight in 2006. EDM 
was an underground thing. We 
hought, “We scored [a song] that 
might even change the sound of 
adio.” Apparently, in the clubs, 
hat record would allow [the DJs] 
o play other [EDM] records. 
Suddenly, there was more real 
dance music on the radio. 
TIMBERLAKE | didn't feel like 
it was a risk when we were 
making it. We really did want to 
make a statement at that time 
and do something just a little 
more bold. 


“SexyBack” debuted at No. 90 
on the Billboard Hot 100. 

But it soon rose to No. 1 and 
spent seven weeks at the top 

of the charts. 

DURAN We premiered it. | think we 
played it every hour that day. By

the second or third time we 
played it, people were requesting 
it. The radio industry tends to play 
songs until they burn. We burned 
the hell out of that one! 
TIMBERLAKE | remember it play- 
ing in the club for the first time, 
and it was like whatever you 
played before it and whatever 
you played after it, sonically, just 
couldn't compete. 

TIMBALAND Excuse me when | 
say this, but it was like grabbing 
your balls and walking into the 
club, like everybody turns and 
looks at you. “SexyBack” had that 
type of statement. 
DURAN Obviously it was selling 
very well. It received so much 
attention that we kept it in 
rotation for a very long time. 
Summer songs are differen 
than other seasons. They have 
a whole other impact. It was 
probably one of the bigges 
songs of that year—if not the 
biggest song of the year. 


Before “SexyBack” dominated 
the airwaves, Timberlake 
headed to Barcelona with 
director Michael Haussman to 
film the music video. Timberlake 
and Spanish actress Elena 
Anaya costarred as rival spies 
who become romantically 
entangled. The video debuted 
on July 25, 2006, and was then 
put into rotation on MTV. 
MICHAEL HAUSSMAN, Director 
We were there for at least two 
weeks; we were prepping, and | 


hink we shot for four days. You 
ook at the video and you have 
wo parallel story lines: two spies 
spying on each other. | thought 
he song was retro—yet done 
new. [So we had the idea] to 
shoot in Barcelona because it’s a 
eally cool, international city 
where we could get this really 
modern, strange architecture. 
ELENA ANAYA, Costar When we 
moved [into] the interior loca- 
ions, Justin started dancing. 
He's the best dancer on Earth, 
and even though | loved the 
video clip, he danced even 
better than what we see. When 
you're acting, it’s tiring, and if 
you have to dance 17 hours a 
day, oh my goodness! But he has 
an energy that pulls everyone's 
energy up. 
HAUSSMAN It was like this family 
atmosphere [on set]. He was 
with Cameron Diaz at the time. 
He and Cameron and his chore- 
ographer Marty [Kudelka] were 
all involved in some elaborate 
practical jokes. But they never 
pranked me! 

ANAYA You‘ have to call Justin 
“Michael Angel,” for security 
reasons. Everyone would say, 
“Okay, we're going to shoot 
Michael Angel.” So [when we 
were together], he would say, 
“Hi, I'm Michael Angel. Nice to 
meet you.” It was fun. 


Even as summer 2006 came to 
an end, “SexyBack” was an 
inescapable smash for the rest 
of the year, and it would go on to 
win a Grammy for Best Dance 
Recording and achieve platinum 
status in five countries.

And 
eldest son Bodevan (the excellent George MacKay, 
who looks like a lost Culkin sibling) in particular real- 
izes how unprepared his father’s teachings have made 
him and his siblings for life on the outside. 

It’s a testament to writer-director Matt Ross, who 
is probably best known as an actor on shows like Big 
Love and Silicon Valley, that Captain skirts cliché as 
well as it does; his indictments of both contemporary 
emptiness and misguided idealism feel earned, even 
if it all ties up a little too Sundance-tidy in the end.

LIFE, ANIMATED: THE ORCHARD 


THE SON SAVED 
BY DISNEY 


In the powerful new documentary Life, Animated, princesses, 
a mermaid, and a boy who never grew up help an autistic 
child find his voice and take control of his destiny. BY MARC SNETIKER 


For generations, children have 
flocked to Disney cartoons for 
adventures and laughs, but few 
have connected as vitally as 
Owen Suskind. The autistic 
25-year-old’s early obsession 
with the animation studio's 
classics unlocked his ability to 
communicate with his family— 
and the world. 

After inexplicably becoming 
silent at 3 years old, Suskind 
was unable to speak to his fam- 
ily for years until his father, 
Pulitzer Prize-winning journalist 
Ron Suskind, realized that the 
key to get through to his son 
was to disappear into the voices 
of Owen’s favorite Disney 
characters. 

The magical discovery by 
Owen’s family and his 20-year 
journey from silent toddler 
to independent adult became 
the basis for Ron Suskind’s 


2014 memoir and is now the 
subject of Roger Ross Williams’ 
documentary Life, Animated 
(in theaters now). The disarming 
film earned the Oscar-winning 
director a top prize at the 
Sundance Film Festival earlier 
this year. 

A friend of the family for 
15 years, Williams explains how 
Owen could have such a break- 
through by watching films. 
“Owen is, essentially, an expert 
on being human. He has this 
deep knowledge of the world 
that just happens to be through 
these Disney movies,” says 
Williams, who had known Owen 
but only learned of the Disney 
connection from Suskind’s 
memoir. “Those Disney films 
are classic fables, told for thou- 
sands of years but updated 
by Disney. And Owen, as he 
grew up, has become an expert 


on the life lessons that those 
stories tell about how we 
connect and survive.” 

Life, Animated follows 
now-grown Owen as he gradu- 
ates high school and moves out 
on his own, a journey guided 
by the principles he picked up 
from decades of Disney. 

His story is interwoven with 
animated flashbacks and some 
of the Disney scenes that taught 
Owen how to interpret his 

and other people's feelings. 

For instance, Peter Pan helped 
Owen understand his older 
brother's sadness about his 

9th birthday. The Little Mermaid 
taught Owen how to kiss. 

Getting Disney to license its 
footage for the doc might seem 
daunting, but Williams had a 
secret weapon: Owen himself. 
“| showed all the different 
heads of Disney the clips of

Owen’s Disney club [a monthly 
meeting Owen hosts for other 
autistic youths], and by the end 
when the lights came up, they 
were in tears,” Williams says. 
“They knew the animated films 
they created were hugely pop- 
ular, but they didn’t know they 
were changing lives like this. 
So how could they say no?” 
Critics and festival audiences 
have had the same reaction 
to the film, and its star has 
seized the moment. Owen has 
become a spokesperson for 
the autistic community, and he 
doesn’t mind the spotlight—to 
put it mildly. “He’s been going 
to film festivals with us, and 
he’s very clear about two things: 
that he wants to work at Disney 
Animation Studios and that 
he’s looking for a girlfriend,” 
says Williams. “He announces 
that everywhere he goes.”

“CAN YOU ESCALATE?” YOU HEAR THESE WORDS IN THE 
opening sequence of Mr. Robot’s premiere, a flashback to 
a high-stakes decision for Elliot Alderson (Rami Malek), 
hoodie-headed misfit and schizoid cybervigilante. Does 
he execute the hack that could crash so-called Evil Corp, 
the linchpin in the global economy? Does he let the 
operating system of a “kingdom of bulls---” culture keep 
running? The line is also one of several moments when 
creator Sam Esmail’s self-aware psychological thriller 
could be talking about itself. Season 1 was an audacious 
and immensely entertaining statement—my favorite 
show of 2015. Can it sustain, even escalate? 

The two-part premiere tackles the question by inter- 
nalizing the terror and drama of the challenge. We find 
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A Rami Malek and Christian Slater 


Elliot in self-exile in the catastrophic after- 
math of the Evil Corp takedown, spooked by 
the potential of his creator-destroyer power 
and encrypted cipher of his own mind. He 
continues to narrate his life to us, his imagi- 
nary friend—but he’s unsure if he trusts us 
anymore. He’s at odds with his father-figure 
alter ego: Mr. Robot (Christian Slater), the 
embodiment of his “f--- society!” fury. Elliot 
tries to tune out his nagging insistence of 
greater heroic endeavors by committing to 
the comfortably numb life he once railed 
against. His daily, dull loop includes chores, 
cathartic journaling, therapy and church 
groups, watching sports, and dining out 
with new friend Leon (Joey Bada$$), who 
is obsessed with Seinfeld, that great satire 
about self-involved do-nothings. In a 
show meaningfully beholden to pop influ- 
ences, most notably Fight Club, season 2 
Elliot is Brad Pitt’s anarchist beating a

panicky retreat into the guise of Edward 
Norton’s impotent milquetoast. 

Mr. Robot’s insistence on remaining a 
fixture in Elliot’s life winks at a concern: 
keeping Slater’s high-concept phantom 
intrinsic to the franchise. Esmail, who’ll 
direct every episode this season, attacks the 
problem with gusto. The opening scenes are 
spellbinding—they move fluidly from long 
flashbacks to crisp montages set against sur- 
prising musical cues to surreal, violent rows 
between Elliot and Mr. Robot. By premiere’s 
end, my imagination was captured anew for 
Elliot’s mystery and existential dilemma: 
developing an integrated, authentic identity 
that can engage a fallen culture with integrity 
and grace, but balanced redemptive spirit. 

Control—the want of it, the illusion of 
it, the folly of it—is a major theme. Vile con- 
spiracy theorists, S&M, and an automated 
house gone haywire provide powerful meta- 
phors. Elliot’s sister and fsociety cofounder, 
Darlene (Carly Chaikin), aims to ensure the 
revolution is on point and well televised as 
the world fights back with a performance of 
“keep calm and carry on” denial. Their child- 
hood pal Angela (Portia Doubleday), having 
sold out to Evil Corp, struggles to rationalize 
her hypocrisy and retain her newfound 
significance. The premiere suffers from a 
premise of scattered characters and broken 
relationships, which subverts emotional 
resonance, and the decision to be a two-hour 
event. Perhaps wanting to preserve the sea- 
son’s design and flow, Esmail pads the time 
with lengthy set pieces—another fsociety 
strike set to Phil Collins, for example— 
instead of significant character development. 
Hopefully upcoming episodes will be more 
focused. But there’s an abundance of artful- 
ness, and Malek is electric. In Elliot’s journey 
I trust...even if he doesn’t trust me. B+

» IT FEELS LIKE ONLY FIVE MINUTES SINCE 
the last addictive pulp serial, but we’re 
already in withdrawal. Where’s my next 
American Crime Story fix, dammit? Here: The Night Of, 
a Brit TV import adapted by novelist Richard Price 
(Clockers) and filmmaker Steven Zaillian (A Civil 
Action)—storytellers who dig the nitty-gritty of law 
and order, and know how to turn social realism into 
great entertainment. Their collaboration is more “True 
Detective” than Nic Pizzolatto’s cop gothic ever was. 

A magnetic Riz Ahmed (Nightcrawler) plays Nasir 
Khan, a Pakistani-American lost in Manhattan while 
searching for a party when he meets an attractive 
woman, exotic with palpable damage (Sofia Black- 
D’Elia). Curiosity, sympathy, or perhaps something 
darker spurs him to see where the night takes him; 
it ends with his new friend dead from dozens of stab 
wounds. Is he guilty? Framed? Price and Zaillian 
keep us guessing and slyly interrogate our assump- 
tions. They also follow the consequences of a 
Muslim man accused of killing a white woman in 
a terror-frayed, race-charged culture. Ahmed keeps 
Naz a sympathetic cipher, even as he hardens, body 
and soul, while awaiting trial at Rikers, protected 
and exploited by an authoritative inmate (The 
Wire’s Michael Kenneth Williams). 

Equally impressive are Bill Camp as a wizened 
detective unsettled by Naz’s mystery, and John Tur- 
turro as Naz’s jaded lawyer, a closet idealist whose 
psoriasis-ravaged feet are easy metaphors for an itchy 
conscience and, somehow, winning subplots. These 
powerfully acted investigations drive a narrative that 
meticulously tracks the procedures, language, and cul- 
ture of the actors’ work. In doing so, The Night Of pro- 
duces endless richness and sobering meanings about 
the degrading cost of a flawed justice system. A-

The only soundtrack this season that could 
ignite a dance party in the multiplex: 5 SEC- 
ONDS OF SUMMER deliver Prince-inspired 
dance rock (“Girls Talk Boys”), while MARK 
RONSON, PASSION PIT, and A$AP FERG team 
up for the sugary synth-pop jam “Get Ghost.”

CAPTAIN FANTASTIC 


ALEX SOMERS, a frequent collaborator with 
Icelandic art-rock group SIGUR ROS, scored 
Matt Ross’ touching film about a family that 
struggles to reintegrate into society after 

a decade living in the isolated forests of the 
Pacific Northwest. Somers’ gorgeous ambient 
soundtrack perfectly dovetails with the alien- 
ation the characters feel. And even if it’s a hair 
long to listen to apart from the film, it’s a solid 
addition to any meditation session.

POPSTAR: NEVER STOP

HOPPUS It never got 
started. We were 
going to get in the 
studio and start writ- 
ing and recording, and 
then Tom dropped off 
right before that 
happened. There’s 
not, like, a lost aloum 
of material anywhere. 


Did his departure 
affect your writing 
process? 


HOPPUS No. The joy 
of working on this 
record was not over- 
thinking and having 
the immediacy of the 
three of us all being 
there at the same 
time, all being 100 
percent invested and 
focused on making 
this record as amazing 
as we could. 


A lot of the songs deal 
with youth and rebel- 
lion. Now that you are 
in your 40s, does it 
feel natural to put 


yourself in that youth- 
ful headspace? 


TRAVIS BARKER Being 
in a band means you 
never have to grow 
up. | do the same 
thing | did when | was 
18. I still play the 
drums, write songs 
with my friends, go 
skateboarding. There 
isn’t a part of me that’s 
like, “You have to 
mature and conform.” 


You're touring this 
summer. Do you 

still enjoy playing 
classics like “What's 
My Age Again”? 
BARKER There’s so 
many songs that have 
aged well. Honestly, 
we still love “All the 
Small Things,” but it’s 
funny when we play it. 
It’s like, “Oh my God, 
we didn’t hear this 
song enough?” 


HOPPUS [Our con- 
certs have become] 
this multigenerational 
thing. Some people 
are buying their first 
concert ticket, and 
there are others who 
are seeing us for the 
sixth time or what- 
ever. It's awesome.

Rewriting 
Shakespeare 


The Hogarth Shakespeare 
project is enticing novelists like 
Gillian Flynn and Anne Tyler 
to reimagine the Bard's plays 
as modern novels.

It’s been 400 years since William 
Shakespeare died, but his works 
are as relevant as ever. Just ask 
Alexis Washam, editor of the 
Hogarth Shakespeare series. 
“One of my colleagues came up 
with the concept—asking some 
of our most revered writers to 
take on our best-loved stories 
and give us novels that were 
however they decided to inter- 
pret it,’ she says. “It was just, 
‘Here's an idea. Run with it!” 
For example, Anne Tyler's just- 
published Taming of the Shrew 
homage, Vinegar Girl, features 
Kate as a sarcastic but rudder- 
less schoolteacher whose father 
tries to marry her off to his 
Russian lab assistant. These 
books don't feel like medicine or 
vitamins; they’re more like new 
novels from favorite writers. 
Shakespeare “had his hand in all 
of the stories we tell each other 
today,” Washam says—and this 
project is a brilliant reminder.

man at the outset of her 
remarkable memoir, 

a coming-of-age tale 
set largely on the Nor- 
wegian tundra—where 
she trained sled dogs— 
and in Alaska, where 
she worked as a tour 
guide. Though the 
narrative jumps back 
and forth in time, 
Braverman’s clear, firm 
voice holds the story 
together. For her, the 
pull of the far north was 
inexorable, no matter 
how hard life there was. 
And it was hard: She 
endured temperatures 
that dipped to -20° 
and -30°, violent 
weather, and—most 

of all—the rough, male- 
oriented culture of the 
frontier, which could 
be terrifying. It’s amaz- 
ing to watch as she 
develops backbone and 
grit, determined not to 
let anyone or anything 
stand between her and 
the icy landscape she 
loves so much. “Fear 
didn’t make me crazy,” 
she writes. “It made 

me brave.” A-
